Mr. Robert T. Jauron, a graduate 
of Boston College and more recent- 
ly head football coach of Chamin- 
ade High School $f Dayton, Ohio, 
has been named head coach of St. 
Joseph’s football' squad. This in- 
formation was released by Rev. 
Norman L. Heckman, St. Joseph’s 
director of athletics. Mr. Jauron 
will succeed Mr. Joseph Pawlow- 
ski, who recently resigned from the 
position. 

Mi : . Jauron was born in Nashua, 
N. H., May 8, 1919. He attended 
Nashua High School where he won 
12 letters in varsity athletics. He 
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ball at Boston College. He played 
three years of varsity football at 
Boston College, two of them under 
Frank Leahy. He received his B.S. 
in Education in 1942. 

After three years in the army, he 
coached at Miles City High School 
in Montana where his teams won 
24, lost 4, and tied one in three 
, years of competition. He then mov- 
ed to Manual High School, Peoria, 
111. In 1949. In his first two sea- 
sons at Peoria, his teams went un- 
defeated through a ten-game sched- 
ule. In his third year, his team 
won seven and lost three. 


In 1952, he coached the Western 
Military Academy of Alton, 111. His 
record here was six wins against 
three losses. Last season, Tie guid- 
ed Dayton Chaminade to a season 
of nine wins and ohe loss. The Day- 
ton schd* was listed as one of the 
top ten teams in Ohio at the close 
of the season. 

Mr. Jauron will also serve as as- 
sistant basketball coach and will 
teach history and physical educa- 
tion. 

He is married and has four chil- 
dren, three boys and a girl.

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To Speak Here

The renowned Catholic author, 
Bruce Marshall, who is presently 
on tour in a series of lectures, will 
make an appearance here at St. 
Joseph’s on Thursday, Feb. 18. Mr. 
Marshall will present to his aud- 
ience a subject with which he is 


well acquainted — religion and the 
novel. This talk deals with the 
controversial question as to wheth- 
er sound morality is necessary to 
true art. The speaker’s discussion 
on the aspects of the relationship 
between religion and art will in- 
clude such issues as: is it just as

possible to write a great novel based 
on the assumption that God does 
not exist as it is to produce one on 
the assumption that God does ex- 
ist? and is a bad novel written 
from a moral viewpoint less harm- 
ful than a good novel written from 
erroneous convictions ? 

A balanced critic and a witty 
commentator, in this lecture he 
offers his judgment on such points 
as 19th century materialism, the 
philosophy of H. G. Wells, Arnold 
Bennett, John Galsworthy, and An- 
atole France. He also treats Speng- 
ler, Sartre, and Hemingway, and 
discusses the flood of war litera- 
ture in England and the U.S. The 
last part of the talk is devoted to 
the topics of incompetence in re- 
ligious novelists and its effects, and 
modern Catholic novelists. 

Life and background 

The life and background of Bruce 
Marshall complement his authority 
on his subjects. A true Scot, the 
author-lecturer was bom in Ed- 
inburgh in 1899. At the age of sev- 
enteen he entered St. Andrews Uni- 
versity where two of his outstand- 
ing characteristics revealed them- 
selves in his choice of vocation. A 
strong religious sense made him 
decide to prepare for orders in the 
Episcopal Church in Scotland and 
the urge to write started him com- 
posing short stories With a relig- 
ious basis. 

, While still at the university in 
1918, his religious studies brought 
him to the one True Fold.- Before 
that year was out he had left St. 
Andrews to serve in World War I. 

After The War 

He came out of the war with the 
unfinished manuscript of a novel 
begun in the trenches and a firm 
determination' to make writmg~hrs 
life. But his Scot’s canniness, as 
well as a still noticeable modesty 
about his own abilities, made him 
decide to take up some profession 
that would guarantee him a ' living 
while he wrote. "Consequently r he 
went to Edinburgh University and 
combined a Master of Arts degree 
with a degrefe in Commerce; after- 
wards he became a Chartered Ac- 
countant, This profession took him 
abgpad to many cities which were 
to provide background in his nov- 
els. In 1928 he -married a Scottish

Mr. Josepli G. Pawlowski, head 
football coach at St. Joseph’s has 
announced his resignation from that 
post, effective June 6. 

The former Paxton, 111., coach 
was named to head the Puma grid- 
ders only last year succeeding Mr. 
Gene Fetter. During his one season 
at the helm of the football machine, 
Mr. Pawlowski registered a two- 
win, six-loss record, a considerable 
improvement over the previous 
year. Among other accomplish- 
ments, Mr. Pawlowski became the 
fisrt St. Joe coach to lead his 
charges to victory over St. Ambrose 
College; in his debut, his Puma 
squad nipped the Bees 14-7 at St. 
Ambrose. — v 

Formerly, the ex-coach had been 
a member of Illinois’ Rose Bowl 
squad of several years back, had 
played professional ball, and had 
been named coach of the year of 
the state of Virginia while coach- 
ing there. From Virginia he moved 
to Paxton and thence into the col- 
legiate ranks. 

Mr. Pawlowski said his future 
plans are indefinite at present.

The aircraft carrier Leyte was often called the busiest ship afloat. 
She had been with the fleet off Korea and had won two battle stars with 
a minimum of casulties. But on this October day, the Leyte lay in the 
Boston Naval Yard for overhaul. She was just about ready to return 
to active duty. 

5 Without warning, a tremendous explosion shook the ship. The Leyte 
shivered and rolled as if struck by a giant wave. A second explosion 
followed and the ship was turned into a mass of flames. 

Eleven men were caught in the stewards’ compartment on the third 
deck. One of these men, Steward Osie Ward, tells the story in his own 
words. . 

“Then we heard a cry from the hatchway, and we ran over there and 
pulled down a burning officer. He was burned beyond recognition. We 
put blankets around him, and he said, *1 am a Catholic. Get me a 
chaplain.’ I told him that all us were trapped down there, and there 
was nothing we could do. He then told us to use the Morse code and tap 
it out on the bulkhead.” 

The burned officer, with no word of complaint or groan of pain, care- 
fully taught the seamen how to signal SOS by tapping. 

“Then,” continued Steward Ward, “he said, ‘Let us pray.’ 

“He led us in the Lord’s Prayer.” 

Rescue crews responded to the tapping; but it was too late for the 
officer. He was dead. . __ r _== 

And with him as he died were men of all denominations; of all races. 
And trapped together in the flames they were all brothers. 

It is unfortunat e, ind eed, that this brotherhood so pr o minent in the 
^world every day of the year. 

Feb. 21,-28 is the 21st anniversary of National Brotherhood Week. 
It would be fitting during this week, if a special effort was made on the 
campus to promote brotherhood. Regard each man as an individual. 
Judge a person by his character and his personality rather than his 

creed or race. .
